AS TO TARIFF REVISION 


The Record-Herald’e view of the 
problem of tariff revision, while it 
defends the purposes of Judge Taft 
loyally, leaves between the lines the 
inference that there may be those in 
positions to materially affect the out­ 
come who are not so single purposed 
in their attitude toward public ser­ 
vice. It says: 


“No one doubts th at the presi­ 
dent elect, Mr. Taft, is in favor of 
genuine and scientific revision 
of 
the tariff, and no one will be sur­ 
prised at the Informal 
statem ent 
which he has just given out with 
regard to the hearings th at are now 
in progress before the house eora- 
mitt°e on w*ays and means. 
The 
one-sided character of these hearings 
has been a subject of comment all 
over the country, while the utter­ 
ances of the standpatist leaders have 
scarcely tended to reassure the lib­ 
eral-minded m anufacturers or 
the 
consumers. 
If Mr. Taft is somewhat 
'disturbed,’ as our Washington cor­ 
respondent is disposed to think is 
the case, he merely shares a mis­ 
giving which is common to thou­ 
sands. 
“ Mr. Taft wishes the earnest ad­ 
vocates of downward revision among 
the m anufacturers to come forward 
and submit their evidence. Their op­ 
portunity has come, and it lies with 
them to show that the Dalzells 
are 
wrong in declaring that few chang­ 
es will be found necessary.’ 
True, 
the consumers would still 
remain 
unrepresented— in a direct way at 
any rate— but the m anufacturer who 
wants free or freer raw materials 
indirectly represents the interests of 
the consumers, as do the organiza­ 
tions th at are fighting the abuse of 
protection because of its relation to 
oppressive trusts and monopolies in 
the home market. 
“ However, the 
consumers’ 
real 
protection lies in a rigorous 
and 
honest application of the true prin­ 
ciple of protection as Mr. Taft un ­ 
derstands it— a principle which 
is 
not in the least endangered by gen­ 
uine revision. 
But who will 
make 
the application? Have we the ma­ 
chinery for the proper 
kind 
of 
tariff 
revision— for 
adapting 
the 
schedules and rates 
to 
industrial 
conditions and keeping them 
re­ 
sponsive and up to date? Is it rea­ 
sonable 
to 
expect ‘scientific*, revi­ 
sion from political and partisan com­ 
mittees? 
Are such 
committees able 
and willing to secure the necessary 
information at home and abroad, in­ 
formation regarding the cost of pro­ 
duction, the difference in labor ef­ 
ficiency. the profits obtainable un ­ 
der certain rates, etc.? 
“ A member 
of the 
ways 
and 
means committee predicts livelier 
sessions henceforth. 
Indeed, 
he 
thinks that ‘the fur will fly* when 
textiles, lumber, metals, iron 
and 
steel, hides and so on are taken up. 
Still, the hearings may fully be ex­ 
pected to emphasize to the thought­ 
ful observers the need of nonparti­ 
san, scientific and business-like revi­ 
sion through a permanent commis­ 
sion of experts. 
To desire a cer-r 
fain end is not enough: it Is neces­ 
sary to decide upon and desire the 
means adopted to th at end.”
